Two figures in orange hazard suits 
sit on a pipe over a tailings pond in 
a desert landscape. A white banner 
over the pipe bears a black skull and 
the words “Stop The Tar Sands.” 
That's the latest image from Green- 
peace, a fittingly grandiose gesture as 
the Alberta chapter approaches its 
one-year anniversary in the province. 
Their direct-action protest on July 24 
took place at the Syncrude Aurora 
tailings ponds—the same pond where 
500 ducks died in April. 

The protest involved 25 activists 
in total, 11 of whom actually entered 
the restricted tailings pond area. It 
was filmed from a plane above and 
the footage was posted on YouTube. 
Local, national, and international 
iedia covered the action. 

In the past year, the local Green- 
eace chapter has participated in 
nany such high-profile protests. In 
ovember, four protesters hung a 
‘Stop The Tar Sands” banner from 
he High Level Bridge. Lithe, young 





tivists jumped from the ceiling of 
@ Shaw Conference Centre and 
furled a similar banner during a 
ndraising dinner for Ed Stelmach. 
And Mike Hudema has been ev- 
where. Since taking on the tar 
nds campaigner job with Alberta 
Teenpeace a year ago, the Medicine 
at native and 10-year veteran ac- 
st has been literally unavoidable. 
S dangled from the High Level 
ridge, dressed up as a millionaire to 
test, and chanted “radical cheer- 
der" songs. &ven his Facebook up- 
"es tell friends and acquaintances 
at environmental conference he’s 
nding. 

Sa transit-riding, global-warm- 

believer, my ears are tuned to 
dema’s message. But even I have 


to wonder where these banners are 
leading. If “raising awareness” is 
the group's sole goal, then mission 
accomplished! The reams of quotes 
and photos that have appeared in 
the media are all the evidence you 
need of Greenpeace's success. Their 
increasingly daring stunts gain blan- 
ket media coverage. I don’t think you 
could find a person in Alberta who 
doesn’t think the oilsands are a top 
political issue, whatever their stance 
on the actual development of the 
sands happens to be. 

“Everything we do is about get- 
ting.the message out,” Hudema says 
“We don't necessarily do it to get the 
media to focus on how we got in or 
how we got past security, but why we 
were there. We were there because 
we have a premier that's not listen- 
ing to citizens, and is letting indus- 
try monitor themselves. That needs 
to be called out. If we can do that in 
a dramatic fashion, then that's what 
we do, because all the other doors 
to public engagement have already 
been closed.” 

But have these dramatic actions 
translated into real-world changes? 
Maybe Stelmach was embarrassed 
Maybe. the group's message was

transmitted around the world. The 
Alberta government's policy in the 
oilsands still hasn't changed. 

Hudema considers himself a “loud- 
er mouthpiece” for the majority of 
Albertans who oppose the oilsands, 
but those same Albertans elected a 
majority Conservative government 
with a very weak climate change 
plan and no intention of slowing 
down development. 

New oilsands projects are still be- 
ing approved. Tailings ponds are still 
filling with wastewater to the tune of 
1.8 billion litres per day, according to 
environmental think tank the Pembi- 
na Institute. Internationally, mayors 
in the United States recently called 
for a ban on oilsands fuel in munici- 
pal vehicles, but the tide of 1.4 mil- 
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lion litres of bitumen flowing to the 
United States hasn't abated 

Even Hudema says, “There's noth- 
ing to celebrate yet.”

Two Sides Shouting No 

After the 500 ducks died in Syn- 
crude tailings ponds in April, Hude- 
ma met with Environment Minister 
Rob Renner. 

The minister had already stated 
publicly he would not order an inde- 
pendent investigation of the incident 
So Hudema asked for a timeline on 
the government investigation, re- 
questing the government report at 
least be made entirely public. Renner 
rejected Hudema’'s requests 

“It's been a difficult relationship,” 
says Hudema. “A lot of that is their 
stance that they are not going to ad- 
mit that there are any problems. It's 
very hard to start a dialogue.” 

The environment ministry feels 
the same way. Kim Capstick, envi- 
ronment spokesperson, says there 
was no way they could fulfill Green- 
peace’s requests regarding the duck 
report. The investigation could result 
in legal actions, and it would be inap- 
propriate to say what details could be 
released or give any predictable time 


frame. 

Furthermore, the government is 
dedicated to further development in 
the oilsands. “When a group comes 
into the conservation flat out refus- 
ing to be open to the development 
piece, it’s difficult to come up with 
solutions,” she says. 

(Renner, Energy Minister Mel 
Knight, and Renewable Resources 
Minister Ted Morton did not re- 
spond to interview requests for this 
article.) 

Syncrude spokesperson Mark Kru- 
ger says the company wishes Green- 
peace would open up a dialogue in a 
“lawful manner.” He also pointed to 
Syncrude’s continuing engagement 
with multi-stakeholder groups such

as the Cumulative Environmental 
Management Association (CEMA), 
as proof of their willingness to en- 
gage in a debate about how Alberta's 
resources are developed. 

But CEMA has been widely criti- 
cized as ineffective and weighted in 
industry's favour. The Keepers of the 
Water, a coalition of environmental- 
ists and First Nations groups, has 
specifically stayed out of such gov- 
ernment-led consultations because 
the talks almost never lead to action 

So what's an environmental activ- 
ist to do? 

Alberta has always been tough on 
activists, says Laurie Adkin, a Uni- 
versity of Alberta political scientist 
who has studied the effect of the en- 
vironmental and labour movements 
on industrial development. “I’ve been 
here for 17 years,” she says. “You see 
one wave after another of young ac- 
tivists trying to change something, 
and then we have the March election 
over and over and over again. And 
you wonder what kind of political or- 
ganizing could possibly change any- 
thing here.” 

The groups that oppose the oil- 
sands have a fraction of the re- 
sources that industry can muster, 
and nowhere near the level of politi- 
cal access that would enable them to 
influence policy. When the minister 
of the environment says ‘No, no, no,’ 
how else are you suppose to get at- 
tention, she asks, other than cause a 
disturbance? 

Simon Dyer, a senior policy analyst 
with the Pembina Institute, agrees. 
Although his group takes a much 
more reseach-oriented approach to 
the oilsands, participates in CEMA, 
and has been in the game for much 
longer than Greenpeace, he appreci- 
ates that Hudema’s stunts draw at- 


. tention to the issue. 


“We are still on the awareness-rais- 
ing curve,” he says. And indeed, it 
may be too early to determine what 
effect the combined efforts of all 
the environmental groups have been 
on Alberta policy. After all, the last 
three big oilsands mining projects 
were only approved in 2006. The 
next project up for approval, a Total

mine, will give environmentalists 
and Albertans a better sense of the 
situation, he says. 

But Adkin isn’t giving Greenpeace 
a free pass. She's been critical of the 
group, and the environmental move- 
ment in general, for their failure to 
form partnerships with workers and 
other groups. Greenpeace has im- 
proved recently, but unfurling high- 
flying banners are not actions that 
are geared to long-term, broad-based 
engagement here in Alberta. 

“Greenpeace is not an organization 
that works on building grassroots 
alliances,” she argues. “It's an orga- 
nization that uses vanguard actions. 
They are very frustrated and impa- 
tient with the lack of action when 
they move into a campaign, and they 
want to make something happen.” 

But Hudema says the provincial 
government and the media deliber- 
ately play up the radical angle in their 
stories about Greenpeace. His orga- 
nization’s more nuanced arguments 
about investing in alternative forms 
of energy, on the other hand, don't fit 
into a short soundbite, and so don't 
get on the evening news. 

Of course, the group doesn’t think 
the oilsands will be shut down to- 
morrow, he says. First, they need to 
convince the government not to ap- 
prove any new projects. Then they 
will begin lobbying for a phase-out 
plan. At the same time, they must 
work with the government to build 
a sustainable economy founded on 
“green-collar jobs.” 

And the group has partnered with 
landowner groups such as Citizens 
for Responsible Development (the 
group fighting the upgraders in Stur- 
geon and Strathcona counties), as 
well as environmental groups such 
as the Sierra Club 

“It's a myth that Greenpeace is only 
about stunts,” he says. 


Outside Pressure 

But Greenpeace did build their repu- 
tation on protests designed to shock 
and embarrass. Their recent attempt 
to block a tailings pond pipe is a clas- 
sic example of the high-profile and 
dangerous actions they are known 
for, and that are guaranteed blanket 





media coverage. 

The strategy has worked inter. 
nationally. Consider the seal hunt 
in Newfoundland, says Adkin. The 
Greenpeace videos, it could be ar- 
gued, led the European Union to ban 
the import of seal products. 

NDP leader Brian Mason says he 
welcomes the attention Greenpeace 
has focused on the oilsands here at 
home, but adds that the NDP was 
already concerned about the pace of 
development, as were many other 
groups. It’s not like Greenpeace land 
ed a year ago and totally changed the 
way Albertans were thinking. Their 
work in the United States, on the 
other hand, could really change the 
playing field. 

“€ven though the Alberta govern- 
ment has their head in the sands, the 
rest of the world doesn't,” Mason 
says. “There's a real risk that Green 
peace might persuade significant 
governments in the rest of the world 
to stop buying Alberta oil.” 

Internationally, the discussion 4! 
Greenpeace’s success on the oilsands 
looks a lot different. If oilsands fuel 
were actually banned in the U.S., the 
economics of the oilsands would be 
drastically altered. The provincia 
government's $25 million PR cam 
paign to convince the rest of the 
world that Alberta's tarnished envi 
ronmental reputation is undeservel 
shows that Greenpeace has=shaket 
their confidence, says Adkin. 

And in a globalized world, bg 
stunts that are picked up by intern 
tional news organizations could be 
much more successful at changing 
people's opinions, she says, than tht 
work of local groups that quietly bu! 
consistently lobby government 0! 
ficials or keep their head down and 
beaver away on policy papers. 

Ultimately, any successful move 
ment needs a range of tactics, sa)° 
Adkin. Stopping the oilsands wil 
take consistent pressure from Joc 
landowners, NGOs, and voters. Bi! 
if you want to reach the people act 
ally using the product, suiting up" 
an orange hazard suit and trespas> 
ing on Syncrude property to sling"? 
a banner could be the most effect 
action possible.

Albertan teenagers are more likely to drop 
out of high school before graduation than 
any other Canadians, according to new 
Stats Can numbers, which peg the province's 
graduation rate at 68 per cent.

Well, maybe some of them are, but the 
boom isn't the only answer here. Ontario, 
with its sagging manufacturing sector, isn’t 
keeping kids in school any better—their 
graduation rate sits at 70 per cent

but not everyone is raking in the dough. 
According to Public Interest Alberta, 22 per 
cent of working Albertans make less than 
$12 per hour.

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| Amnesty International has criticized the

| actually increased in the last three years, 
from 89 incidents to 371.

| year-old Winnipegger Michael Langan died 
| alter being tasered.

a faraway country. Apparently it's harder to 
have compassion for some kid in your back 
alley.

But we thought that we would 
be spared the brunt of Bush's crazy 


schemes because we are Canadians, 


living our inherently more reason- 
able and fair-minded Canadian lives 
on the Canadian side of the bor- 
der, with the sort of government 


| that, when things got down to the 


nitty-gritty, wouldn't leave a citizen 
hanging. 

Tell it to Omar Khadr. The only 
remaining Westerner being held in 
Guantanamo Bay—a child soldier, no 
less—is a Canadian citizen, born in 
Toronto. 

It seems Mr. Khadr fell in with bad 
company (i.e., his dad), and the next 
thing he knew, he was in American 


| custody, being refused medical treat- 


ment after a firefight in Afghanistan. 
Maybe he threw a grenade that killed 
one person and injured another, and 
maybe he didn’t. But he was definite- 


| ly only 15 years old at the time. 


Whether it’s due to the mountain 


of illegality that is Guantanamo Bay, 
quainter notions of national sover- 
eignty, or some combination of the 
two, every other Western country 
has repatriated their citizens—except 
Canada. 

Neither allegations of mistreat- 
ment and torture, nor suspicious 
breakdowns in the “official story” of 
the incident, and certainly not any 
appeal to the rule of law has moved 
the government of Canada to stand 
up for its own citizen. 

After Khadr’s Canadian lawyers 


would take to the letters pages and 
comments sections of papers across 
the country and make all the criti- 
cally flawed arguments to which he, 
as an educated man, can not allow 
himself to stoop. They can express 
all the objectionably xenophobic 
junk that is unbecoming in a prime 
minister. 

And what a hate-on they have for 
young Omar. Bringing Khadr home 
would mean politicial suicide for 
Harper, even if it is the principled 
move. It's a crazy thought, but that’s

Harper the politician knows the 
crowd that supports him. He knows 
about their fear and loathing of 15- 
year-olds in general (never mind 
those of the non-Christian per- 
suasion).

Though growing bougainvillea will 
have to remain an unattainable 
dream, other plants and flowers can 
transform your balcony into a uto- 
Pia—not to mention infuse a little life 
into our drab, condo-covered down- 
town. ; 
Myself, I’m trying to add ambiance 
to my swinging new bachelorette pad 
So I can invite friends over for a few 
Mojitos on one of our gloriously long 
Summer evenings. As an amateur 
gardener, I thought I’d go to green-

houses to get some info on where to 
begin. But almost everywhere | went, 
I was hit with the perennial Albertan 
shrug: we're understaffed, it's the 
busiest time of year, we don't have 
time to help you. 

What I did find out was that gar- 
dening from an apartment balcony 
raises several particular challenges 
Balcony gardens must cope with 
specific factors like prevailing winds, 
surrounding buildings, and blocked 
access to natural waterfall. Christina 
McDonald of Hole’s Greenhouses 
recommends opting for lower-grow- 
ing plants, which have better odds of 


balcony catches only four hours of 
sunlight, it needs plants that thrive 
in the shade. If it gets six or more 


hours of mid-morning to mid-after- 
noon sun, you can opt for plants that 
require more sunlight. 

If your place is like mine, apart- 
ment or condo regulations can pose 
another obstacle—many buildings 
prohibit hanging baskets and trellis- 
es attached to railings. But McDon- 
ald has a solution for this scenario: 
Hole's carries new rectangular plant- 
ers that come with an attached trel- 
lis. As a bonus, they have castors for 
portability.

purpose fertilizer (just a pinch each 
time you water your plants). 

After determining the basics, you 
need to decide what look to create for 
your shoebox refuge. I’ve boiled my 
choices down to three themes: Zen, 
happy, and exotic. For a Zen theme, 
on a sunny balcony like mine I could 
grow oriental and purple fountain 
grass, amazon mist, and red rooster. 
There's also something very earthy 
about dusty miller’s overgrown snow- 
flake look, A vine of white mandev- 
illa would be an elegant disguise for 
my balcony’s rusty iron railings. 

On a shadier balcony, bamboo

withstanding the wind. 

Another obvious issue is sunlight. 
South- and west-facing apartments 
get the most sun, and plants on these 
balconies will require more than one 
watering session on sunny days. East- 
facing balconies get mostly cooler 
morning sun, and north-facing bal- 
conies are shady. Also, lower-level 
balconies are sometimes blocked by 
other buildings and trees. If your 
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And then of course there’s the 
perpetual problem that all wannabe 
gardeners face: care. The truth is, I 
don’t have a green thumb. I've only 
gardened once before (that is, if you 
call repotting your friend’s cactus 
and subsequently killing it “garden- 
ing”). To reduce the likelihood of 
massacring your flowers, McDonald 
suggests buying quality soilless pot- 
ting mix and using a 20-20-20 all- 


plants would thrive. An ivy vine 


could transform the balcony’s outer 
railing into a mass of green foliage. 
if you opt for a happy balcony with 
sunny conditions, impatiens come 
in vibrant hot pink, fuchsia, red, and 
orange. Lobelia’s bright purple and 
blue petals would definitely make me 
smile. To decorate the exteri ~ 





glory. For a shadier happy balcony, 
you could use begonias and gerani- 
ums, which come in bold hues like 
scarlet, pink, orange, and yellow. 
Pansies also offer lots of variety: 
bright pink, periwinkle blue, orange, 
red. The deep purple of the Black- 
eyed Susan vine would definitely 
perk you up. 

Or, if you dare, go for a tropical 
theme. On my sunny balcony, I could 
pot elephant's ear, canna, colocasia, 
alocasia, and musa to take me away 
to paradise. The intricate and exotic 
passion flower would also be a must. 
A bright yellow-orange Florida flame 
vine would be perfect to sequester 
my enclave from the world below. To 
create tropics on a shady balcony, be- 
gonias are a good bet—my favourite 
is the yellow hybrid begonia with its 
eye-catching ruffled petals. Tuberous 
begonias come in an array of neon 
pinks, oranges, and yellows that 
scream summertime in Mexico. 

So I guess it doesn’t matter that I 
can’t afford to travel to Puerto Val- 
larta with my friends this summer; 
now that I know how to transform

A Black Fly In Your Chardonnay 


LIKE A CHILD TORN BETWEEN 
WARRING DIVORCES, 
CHARDONNAY IS THE GRAPE 
THAT AIMS TO PLEASE BOTH 
PARENTS 





Chardonnay is like a kid whose par- 
ents are divorced. It spends half its 
time with mom: elegant; traditional, 
and French—firmly grounded in his- 
tory and appreciative of life’s subtle 
nuances. The other half is spent with 
dad: modern and American, he com- 
mands attention and values strength 
and the latest technology over deli- 
cacy. You see, like so many other va- 
rieties, Chardonnay's home territory 

” is France, where it is most famous as 
elegant white Burgundy, yet it is also 
the most widely planted grape in the 
U.S., where it is often oaky, fruity, 
and intense. 

White Burgundy from the Cote 
d’Or region is dry and elegant with 
pear, apple, citrus, and hazelnut fla- 
vours; however, its most distinguish- 
ing characteristic is a backbone of 
minerality derived from the stony 
soil. Unlike most New World ex- 
amples, which should be consumed 
when young and fresh, white Bur- 
gundy can age—sometimes for de- 
cades. The most renowned white 
Burgundy appellations are Montra- 
chet, Meursault, Puligny, and Chas- 
sagne, but unless you're willing to 
fork over several hundred dollars per 
bottle for a top-of-the-line grand cru, 
you'll have to settle for a less pres- 
tigious (but still wholly enjoyable) 
premier cru or village wine 

Chablis is another renowned ap- 
pellation, located just north of the 
Céte d'Or. This region produces 
wines with aromas of flowers, crisp 
green apples, minerals, and/or sea- 
shore qualities—the region used to be 
the bottom of a primeval sea (okay, a 
Kimmeridgian sea, if you want to get 
era-specific). Consequently, the soil 
is composed of fossilized limestone, 
chalk, and marl. 

Though it is easily forgotten in the 
face of the hallowed white Burgun- 
dies, Chardonnay also finds brilliant 
expression as bubbly Champagne. It 
is one of three grapes permitted in 
Champagne production (the other 
two being Pinot Noir and Meunier). 
In a Champagne blend, Chardon- 
nay contributes aromas of flowers, 
citrus, and minerals, and sometimes 
yeasty, biscuit-like nuances; earthy 
mushroom, toffee, or candied fruit 
are found in aged examples, espe- 
cially those that are Blanc de Blancs 
(champagne that is 100 per cent 
Chardonnay). 

For Americans, white wine is 
synonymous with Chardonnay; the 
grape dominates the industry with 
annual sales double those of the run- 
ners-up, Cabernet Sauvignon and 
Merlot. Chances are good that the 
house white served irt your average 
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restaurant, bar, or café is a Chardon- 
nay—and probably from California. 
The grape is so firmly entrenched 
in North America that you'll see it's 
name splashed throughout popular 
culture; references appear in every- 
thing from books to movies to mu- 
sic. (Anyone remember that black 
fly in Alanis Morissette’s Chardon- 
nay? While she may not have known 
the definition of irony, her choice of 
wine was perfectly in sync with the 
times.) 

Yet those times are a-changing. 
Many people are simply tired of 
the variety, especially the Ameri- 
can version, which is often heavily 
manipulated through oak aging and 
malolactic fermentation into a rich, 
almost syrupy wine with overblown 
flavours of vanilla, butter, toast, 
and pastry. People’s palates have 
become so jaded to the grape that it 
takes a really knockout example to 
excite more than a passing interest. 
I've even heard people declare that 
they'll drink “ABC”—“Anything But 
Chardonnay.” However, the industry 
has started to clue in to this fact and 
more subdued examples, often grown 
in cooler climates like the Russian 
River Valley and certain parts of So- 
noma, are becoming more prevalent. 
There is also a current trend away 
from oak and towards stainless steel; 
these wines are much more crisp and 
lively. 

Aside from France and the United 
States, you will find Chardonnay in 
most other places of the world as 
well—the grape isn’t fussy and may 
be found in the repertoire of most 
neophyte wine industries. In the 
last four decades, Australia has re- 
ally taken a shine to the variety; it 
is their most widely planted white 
variety. However, too often the Aus- 
sies mirror the exaggerated, oaky 
American style. More restrained ex- 
amples do exist, but they often cost 
significantly more. Still, wines from 
the cooler Adelaide Hills, Yarra Val- 
ley, and Mornington Peninsula are 
worth checking out. 

Unoaked, crisp Chards are a natu- 
ral match with shellfish—Chablis 
with oysters on the half shell is a 
classic combination. This style also 
pairs well with white-fleshed fish, 
vegetable-based dishes, and mild 
cheeses, Oaky, buttery Chardonnays 
can stand up to dishes like lobster 
dipped in butter or crabcakes, and 
work well with chicken, pork, or sea- 
food in cream sauce. However, like 
many dry whites, Chardonnay also 
works just fine on its own. 

Though there are many weary, 
unexciting Chardonnays out there, 


well-made examples aren't hard to | 
find and they are eminently enjoy- | 


able. | urge you to fly in the face of 
current trends and seek out good 


wines of ali creeds—don't let oeno- | 


logical prejudice hold you back.

Albums are always being pushed 

* back. Rarely is the first announced 
release date the one that sticks, es- 
pecially in today’s floundering musi- 
cal \indscape. These days, add about 
four to six months to a projected re- 
lease date to get a more realistic idea 
of when a new album will arrive in 
stores, 

Case in point: People in Planes’ 
sophomore disc, Beyond the Hori- 
zon, was initially supposed to come 
out sometime this spring. Then it got 
held back in favour of a vague “sum- 
mer” arrival, a timeframe the band’s 
website still wishfully clings to. This 
time, the quintet from Cardiff, Wales 
hopes September 9 will be the magic 
day—or so says Pete Roberts, who 
handles lead guitar and backing vo- 
cals for the band. 

“We've been through a lot of labels, 
and westilldon’t know howit works,” 
Roberts admits. “It’s the sort of thing 








you try to steer clear of and just try 
to accept. We have an amazing la- 
bel at the moment [New York-based 
Wind-up Records], but all labels are 
the same when it comes to setbacks 
and release dates being moved.” 

The fact that PIP spent two years 
putting Beyond the Horizon together 
only adds to the frustration. “It was 
along, fragmented process,” Roberts

says. “After we finished touring mid- 
way through 2006, we went back to 
Wales and starting writing. We of- 
ficially started recording in April of 
last year, but working with four dif- 
ferent producers in six studios takes 
time. We finished recording late last 
year, and the album was finally fin- 
ished being mixed and mastered in 


February, which was a big relief.” 


There's a Canadian connection 
to Beyond the Horizon too—one of 
the four producers who worked on 
the album was none other than Our 
Lady Peace frontman Raine Maida, 
who worked with People in Planes at 
his Los Angeles studio. When Maida 
isn’t touring with OLP or attempting 
to rap, he’s built a rep for himself as 
a producer, having helmed tracks for 


everyone from Hilary Duff to Ca- 
nadian Idol rurmer-up Rex Goudie 
Maida contributed three songs to 
Beyond the Horizon. 

“We were looking for producers 
who really responded to our demos,” 
says Roberts. “We wanted to worl 
with people who were really excited 
about the material. Raine was an old 
friend of a guy at our label, so our 
tape naturally went to him. When h« 
first spoke to us, he told us he had 
picked up our first record when he 
was on the road and that he was al 
ready a fan of the band. That imme 
diately made us think that he would 
be up for working hard on something 
for us, and we ended cranking out 
some real good tunes with him.” 

Their upcoming date at the Pawn 
Shop comes towards the end of their 
second Canadian tour, and Roberts 
says the band has enjoyed their tim« 
in the great white north. 

“I’m not sure if the fact we're Brit- 
ish is some precursor to the good 
vibes we get when we're in Canada 
but we've always felt welcomed when 
we're here,” he says. “It was weird 
our first time here, having people 
come and randomly start conversa- 
tions with you about the weather 
Or whether we're tourists, once they 
hear our accents. They always think 
we're tourists.”

Mouallem recalls. “The guys that 
were running it at the time ap- 
proached me to do a set there, and 
we got a really good reception during 
the show. People seemed to really en- 
joy what I was doing. We broke an at- 
tendance record that night and that's 
when I realized an album might not 
be such a bad idea.” 

Mouallem, who opens for Sweat- 
shop Union next week, follows in 
the footsteps of other local journal- 
ists-turned-rappers like Rollie Pem 
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berton, who these days pays his bills

Pemberton, B.C. The agony and the 
ecstasy—these two nouns neatly sum 
up last weekend's ambitious, inau- 
gural, and frankly mind-blowing 
summer music festival just north of 
Whistler, B.C. Yes, it was sometimes 
hellish. But Jesus, also totally worth 
it. An unearthed masterpiece, really. 

Torturous five-hour waits for shut- 
tles to ground zero became drunken 
near-riots as young campers emptied 
all the site-denied booze from cool- 


ers into their stomachs, tens of thou- 
sands of post-children waiting for 
yellow buses infuriating clicks away 
from the action. Organizers Live 
Nation, following a European cue 
misfitting our total car culture, had a 
lockdown carry-what-you-need poli- 
cy, turning endlessly-yelled-at secu- 
rity faces into death masks late into 
the night. I felt sorry for everyone 
involved, Everyone. 

But once inside via bus or refugee 
night march down the highway, even 
before the rain settled Friday's elec- 
tronics-destroying dust, most of us 
realized we'd be floating through a 
more heavenly afterlife as time van- 
ished. Pemberton was a true festival 
city with grocery stores and sprawl- 
ing glitter-bar dance clubs and even 
a bulb-lit forest walk that led to, seri- 
ously, a secret art gallery. I’ve never 
seen a fleeting installation with such 
ambition, its would-be heights ex- 
actly its occasional curse. That and 
the odd tipped bus, okay. But the 


lineup—well, it's time to swear a bit. 
As in, holy fucking shit. 

Bookending the glowing and supe- 
rior Jay-Z, both Death Cab for Cutie 
(meh) and (meh) Coldplay noted 
the delectable weirdness of this su- 
preme, 72-hour, 120-performer buf- 
fet. Headlining Friday, my own guilty 
pleasure—Nine Inch Nails—had a 
less congruous set than the last few 
bowl shows, but 24 hours later, Tom 
Petty just turned everyone into grin- 
ning maniacs. Though, uh, that may 
have been all the ecstasy, from green 
Skittles to pink Buddhas. Suffice 
it to say there was a lot of hugging 
of strangers during a blazing Wolf- 
mother freakfest earlier. Man, what a 
scene. Tokyo crosswalks with all the 
buildings evaporated to dust. 

1 pushed right up near the front of 
the Hip’s pit with Cam Baker from 
Edmonton's Mervyn Alvin during 
a Saturday afternoon show, Gord 
Downie pumping his fist in the air 
and screaming “SWEAT! SWEAT! 


SWEAT!” off White Wedding. Fuck 
I love that guy's urges. Later on, with 
muggy sound, sure, Flaming Lips’ 
Wayne Coyne crowd-surfed a harn- 
ster ball as Teletubbies and a giant 
sun danced behind him. Nice. Again, 
drugs embellished. 

To get personal, it's impossible to 
top when N.€.R.D. snuck our Yes 
Please Alberta hottie posse backstage 
after speeding down the highway 
in the emergency lanes, freestyling 
about my rolling skills after a hilari- 
ous, defiant show, then Jay-Z walking 
by with a smile. I’ve got just zero to 
do with their world, but they made a 
homie feel tight. Back out beyond the 
selection of fine cheese and cognac, 
bands like Secret Machines, the Fi- 
ery Furnaces, and Wintersleep—and 
especially the perfectly-mixed Black 
Mountain—sexed up the little stage. 
If God hired their soundman, we'd 
all be a little more religious. And 
on and on and on, dirt, rain, hay, 
trees. Night, day, night. Momentary 


friends. Strange promises. Such 
peace 

A last wink Sunday was DJ Shadow 
and Cut Chemist playing rescued, 
all-vintage vinyl, even explaining 
how to make loops with tape. Throw 
all these names together, plus the 
neglected, and I'll say it again, best 
lineup I've ever heard of. Like, fuck 
Woodstock, this thing had free show- 
ers and especially the nerve to rule 
“Yes please” indeed. 

So how do we deal with the prob- 
lems? Those narrow mountain roads 
coming in, the four-hour rides from 
Whistler just 35 kilometres away? 
Anyone on a pedal bike looked like 
a total genius. And the impassable 
beer-garden lineup?

Punk rock tours are supposed to be 
somewhat hellish—it's what gives the 
experience such an intense flavour.

According to 
City Streets bassist Matt Leddy, they 
were pulled over at the North Dakota 
border and searched. The two bands 
were nailed for transporting three 
oranges—a no-no that apparently set 
the Streets back $300 in fines—and a 
forgotten roach in a Wild Dog's jack- 
et. This cost the Wild Dogs a bassist, 
who was forced to turn back. 

“It's not like he was even wearing 
the jacket,” Leddy says. “He had to 
pay $500 to get out, and now he's 
banned for five to 10 years from trav- 
eling in the States.” Joining forces— 
City Streets drummer Mark Chmilar 
was already subbing in, but now Led- 
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dy agreed to play bass—the two units 
now soldiered onward as one. Wild 
Dogs guitarist Matt McKeen and 
frontman McGrath hitchhiked to 
Minot to join the Streets in a Fourth 
of July celebration, after which both 
bands hightailed it to Wisconsin, 
only to miss their scheduled show 
after pulling up at 12:30 a.m. 

“Instead we hopped on this Viet- 
namese festival the next day,” Leddy 
recounts. “Eamon—D1Y punk that 
he is—asked if we could borrow a 
P.A., so we set up and played in the 
middle of it. There were hundreds 
of people around at any given time. 
Unfortunately [City Streets vocalist 
Rick Reid] got sunstroke and fainted 
in the middle of the third set, so we 
had to cut it off.” 

The best was yet to come: 25 miles 
from the Canadian border, a deer 
darted out and hit the van while Led- 
dy was driving. 

“Matt had his head down, so the 
airbag hit him in face—he saw the ass 
end of the deer go one way, I saw the 
head go the other way. 

“We officially decapitated Bambi.” 

The van was towed to Sarnia, and 
McGrath and Reid then hitchhiked 
to Toronto to do a radio show while 
Leddy, Chmilar, and McKeen stayed 
behind to make vehicle arrange- 
ments. After unsuccessfully trying 
to rent a new one, the three ended 
up, after much trouble, hitchhiking 
to the next gig, where they used an- 
other band’s gear. “Unfortunately the 
bass amp blew, and I got blamed for 
that,” laments Leddy, 

With another van and their own 
gear finally procured, the tour con- 


tinued on, winding its way back 
through the States after a few On- 
tario shows. In Michigan they met 
some fans in a bar who asked them to 
play an acoustic show at their house 
The party was in full swing when a 
police officer showed up to ask about 
the Edmonton plates on the van 
Chmilar explained that everyone was 
downstairs playing ping pong. 

“The cop got this huge smile on 
his face,” Leddy says. “He flew 
downstairs and suddenly he’s play- 
ing with Matt, who is clearly drunk 
and underage. The cop was giving 
out breathalyzers to everyone and 
fiddling with his taser. At the end of 
the night he had Matt handcuffed to 
a pole. Nice guy, actually.” 

The next day Leddy almost 
drowned in Lake Michigan, until 
McGrath waded in and pulled him 
out. In Oshkosh the two played what 
Leddy refers to as their best show of 
the tour, and in celebration he spent 
a huge chunk of his remaining bu¢- 
get on a tattoo celebrating their lost 
comrade, “Going to Franktown.” 

“Saskatoon was also great, though,’ 
he recalls. “We bought dresses, had 
our makeup done, and played as the 
Wild Dolls and the Slutty Streets.” 

That's just the Coles Notes version 
of their 14-day excursion—find the 
members yourself, buy them a beet 
and they'll fill in the missing details 
for you. And remember, aspiring 
musicians: rock ’n’ roll is no ful 
without some bad luck to add zest ' 
later accounts.

Inthe hit-and-miss world of reunion tours, 
you never know if you're going to see a 
band living up to its legacy or a bunch of 
geezers in leather pants, man-bracelets, 
and frosted hair. It's a crapshoot—a met- 
aphor that is not lost on me as | enter the 
Century Casino lounge on Sunday night to 
see The Zombies. 

The crowd, mostly in their fifties, is 
dotted with familiar Edmonton faces, like 
The City Streets and The Whitsundays 
(treated to their own table by a swift 
promoter who recognized The Zombies’ 
influence on the burgeoning group) 
The Zombies—dressed respectably: a 
good sign—opens with “I Love You,” Co- 
lin Blunstone’s haunting voice sounding 
as smooth as ever. In fact, if it weren't 
for the occasional corny guitar solo, you 
could close your eyes and imagine you 
were in Britain, in a much more swingin’ 
era than this one. Hammond helmer Rod 
Argent delivers charming history lessons 
between songs, including this nugget 
of trivia: the group's original bass player 
has been a doctor here in Edmonton for 


nearly four decades: Who knew? The 
band shakes through the lion's share of 
their 1968 swan song Odessey and Oracle, 
Argent absolutely slaying an extended or- 
gan solo during “Time of the Season.” 
The set drags momentarily with the 
KISS-covered “God Gave Rock 'n’ Roll 
to You” and an unnecessary version of 
Jimmy Ruffin's “What Becomes of the 
Broken Hearted,” but the chart-topper 
“She's Not There” wins me over in the 
end. Sadly, that’s the final payout of the 
night, as | proceed to lose my shirt at the 
post-concert blackjack table.

Quite the opposite was true of Reznor’s 
fancily lit crew, who took the stage for the 
next two hours-plus. | know big stadium 
shows tend to up the visuals, but this, as 
Marjorie Dawes would say, was summin’ 
else—and I've seen a lot of avant-garde 
theatre, people. Using a setup of layered 
LED-lit scrims, the band floated In and 
out of seas of projected static and rain, 
Reznor intermittently popping up through 
different parts of the screens. They did hit 
all their major radio familiars (yes, they 
played “Hurt,” and yes, it sounded pretty 
damn good), but the band spent most 
of the time on selections from the instru- 
mental Ghosts-/V, Year Zero, and Reznor's 
most recent release, The Slip. All in all, 
Reznor knows his crowd. And after all 
these years, they're still biting his hand— 
the one that feeds them. And I'm betting 
they'll keep on chewing 'til it bleeds.

It's hard to talk about The Wackness 
without coming off as entirely nega- 
tive, so let me preface everything I’m 
about to say by noting that this film 
really is worth watching. It's heart- 
felt, earnest, and entertaining. It 
made me laugh a couple of times too. 
That said, it’s not without issues. 
The story takes place in 1994 New 
York, where recent high school grad- 
uate Luke Shapiro (Josh Peck), a pot- 
smoking outsider B-boy, is frustrated

with his life. His parents are always 
fighting, he has no friends, and if he 
doesn't get laid soon, he may be the 
only virgin left in NYC. He admits all 
this to his shrink, Dr. Squires (Ben 
Kingsley), an aging man who clings 
to his youth by trading psychiatric 
therapy for grams of weed. His advice 
to Luke is to feel the pain of life and 
to embrace it rather than run away 
from it. (Although Luke would much 
rather feel and embrace Dr. Squires’ 
cute stepdaughter, played by Juno's 
Olivia Thirlby.) Anyhow, Squires 
and Luke stumble through the swel- 
teringly hot summer embracing the 
pain of their lives, finding new ways 
to work through it, and, eventually, 
get over it. 

Sound familiar? You bet. 
gettable? Not really—just a little 
predictable, its plot points a little 
telegraphed. The Wackness is practi-

cally a coming-of-age story mixtape: 
if you combined The Graduate with 
Good Will Hunting and added a thick 
cloud of weed smoke, you’d have a 
rough outline of what writer/direc- 
tor Jonathan Levine is up to here. 
Luke may be a stoner, but he’s not 
stupid—it’s established early on that 
when summer ends he'll be going 
to his safety college. He's doesn’t fit 
the usual drug-dealer stereotype ei- 
ther—he sells weed out of an Italian 
Ices cart in order to save money for 
his family. 

The Wackness is also unusual in 
that it may be the first pot comedy 
to indulge in nostalgia for the ‘90s 
instead of the ’70s. Levine tries to 
make a case for 1994 as a sort of 
end-of-the-innocence turning-point 
year for youth culture: then-mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani is cracking down 
on drugs and crime, hip-hop is 


making inroads with white teenag- 
ers, while Kurt Cobain’s death has 
deprived them of their generation's 
unofficial spokesman. But his 
handling of these cultural signifi- 
ers feels shallow and arbitrary. Kurt 
Cobain, for instance, is mentioned 
twice in this film: once in a moment 
of comic relief as a possible reason 
for Luke's depression, and once as 
the subject of a giant mural that Luke 
and Dr. Squires pass by near the end 
of the film. 

Also, for a B-boy, Luke’s taste in 
rap is pretty shallow. The soundtrack 
(which boils down to a few tracks 
from Notorious B.L.G.’s Ready to 
Die, a few Method Man singles, and 
one Nas song) is more like a white 
suburbanite’s “oldies” playlist than 
the wide range of music true hip-hop. 
heads were listening to during the 
genre's heyday. 





All that said, the core relationship 


between Luke and Dr. Squires, two 
guys at different points in their lives 
looking to flee their conventional 
surroundings, is both hilarious and 
poignant. Kingsley, who seems more 
and more determined to undermine 
his serene Gandhi image with each 
passing year, is terrific, but Peck is 
even better, switching with surpris- 
ing control between smart-but-lazy 
stoner and vulnerable romantic, and 
the two have an incredible chemistry 
together. 

The Wackness is a love-it-or-hate- 
it kind of film—nobody is going to 
have a neutral reaction to the sight of 
Ben Kingsley making out with Mary- 
Kate Olsen. Yes, the story is clichéd, 
but Levine's telling of it is entertain- 
ing and even touching—and after all, 
as Nas himself once said, “No idea’s 
original.”

The script has been constructed 
from 100% pure Whedonium: the ir 
reverent take on genre conventions 
(the script refers to heroes and vil 
lains with names like Conflict Dia 
mond, Fake Thomas Jefferson, and 
Bad Horse, “the thoroughbred of 
sin”); the pitch-perfect ear for the 
agonies of adolescent romance; the 
quirky comic dialogue that makes 
characters trailing off at the end of 
their sentences as funny as a punch- 
line; the ability to turn on a dime 
from comedy to drama. Like, really 
shocking drama. I mean... not to give 
away the ending, but if Dr. Horrible's 
musical numbers remind you of 
Sweeney Todd, the resemblance was 
probably not accidental. 

Whedon has, of course, written 
a musical before: the “Once More, 
With Feeling” episode of Buffy, in 
which the residents of Sunnydale 
were afflicted with a curse that 
caused them to periodically break 
into song (songs that, just like in 
a Broadway musical, forced them 
to speak their innermost thoughts 
aloud), was arguably that series’ 
high point. If anything, the songs in 
Dr. Horrible are even catchier and 
cleverer, from Captain Hammer's 
hilariously condescending tribute to 
ordinary citizens (“Everyone’s a hero 
in their own way/In their own, not- 
quite-heroic way!”), to the cheer-up 
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song Penny sings to Dr. Horrible, 


not realizing his evil true identity, to 
Dr. Horrible’s ode to his freeze ray. 
Comparisons to Stephen Sondheim 
are apt—Whedon definitely piles up 
the internal rhymes, and Dr. Horri- 
ble’s climactic song of triumph even 
borrows a key melody from “Lesson 
8,” from Sunday in the Park With 
George

Felicia Day, meanwhile, is a wor- 
thy addition to Whedon's gallery of 
adorable nerdygirls, and Neil Patrick 
Harris gives the best performance 
of his career as Dr. Horrible—if at 
first the character looks like nothing 
more than a minor villain from The 
Tick, just stick around until that final 
shot and the cut to black. 

Apparently a fourth episode and 
a DVD release (featuring a musical 
audio commentary called Commen- 
tary!) are all forthcoming, but | say 
don’t wait.

I wanted to believe. As a formerly 
devoted X-Phile, | wanted to believe

Files belongs to a special moment in 
the 1990s, and I’m hard-pressed to 
come up with a compelling reason 
why it should have been revived in 
2008. 

Don't get me wrong. If you're a

diehard fan, you'll definitely go, and 
you'll probably accept it. 1 say “ac- 
cept,” not “love,” because I Want to 
Believe is nothing particularly spe- 
cial. It feels more like a middling two- 
episode arc from the TV series, and 
it doesn’t deviate far from the for- 
All the traditional elements 
are here: some scary unexplained 
phenomena, some villains who could 
be paranormal or could be just evil 
humans, the never-ending tug-of- 
war between Mulder the Believer 
and Scully the Skeptic, some offi- 
cious FBI bureaucrats who get in 
their way, and a few mildly surpris- 
ing twists and turns. 

When we last saw our intrepid duo, 


they couldn't get far enough from 
the FBI; they had given up their baby 
son for adoption to protect him from 
their enemies, and were waiting for 
alien colonization of the Earth on 
December 22, 2012. So how do you 
follow that up? 

Well, being led around by the nose 
by a psychic pedophile priest (Billy 
Connolly) is a good start. But | won't 





delve any further into the plot than 
that. 

Instead, let me explain the main 
problem with I Want to Believe: 
namely, that Mulder and Scully are 
like the fans—they’ve moved on. 

Scully's just a doctor now, al- 
beit a doctor at a Catholic hospital, 
still struggling with the whole faith 
vs. science debate. Mulder’s a few 
canned goods away from becoming 
the Unabomber, living in a house in 
the middle of nowhere, too busy ob- 
sessively clipping newspaper articles 
on unexplained phenomena to shave. 
When they’re dragooned into inves- 
tigating a puzzling new case, they 
quickly remember why they jumped 
ship in the first place. 

The nods to the fans are many and 
fun to spot—the picture of Mulder’s 
missing sister Samantha, the sun- 
flower seeds, the basketball, the fish- 
tank. But I have a hard time believing 
that Scully is number three on his 
cellphone’s speed dial, below “Bow- 
man’ and “Gilligan” (the former was 
a director/producer in the original 
series, and the latter a writer/pro- 
ducer/director and, incidentally, the 


creator and showrunner of AMC's 
Breaking Bad). 

Ultimately, the movie is about 
Mulder, Scully, and their fascinating 
relationship. And that was always 
the best part of The X-Files. It’s hard 
to imagine them ever being happy, | 
but they're damn good at being anx 
ious, angry, confused, and conflicted 
They know how to push each others 
buttons and pretending they’re being 
supportive. Essentially, Moose and 
Squirrel belong in couples therapy 
in a serious way. The only reason 
they've stuck it out this long in their 
incredibly dysfunctional relationship 
is because of shared persecution and 
mutual isolation. 

Wow, what a dark portrait. But 
that’s always been what creator Chris 
Carter has intended. The X-Files was 
never meant to be freaking Hunter, 
for heaven's sake. 

What's most disappointing about 
the movie is its complacency. These 
are the same stories, the same argu 
ments, the same formulae that the) 
gave up on six years ago. Yet welt 
supposed to be excited to return (0 
them. Rumour has it that Carter is 
planning a third film that will wrap 
up the mythology once and for all 
(Release date: December 22, 2012, 
maybe?)

His 2002 film 
Tishe! (also known, variously, as 
Hush!, Psst!, or Quiet!) is as simple 
as simple can be. Kosakovsky spent 
a year filming the street outside his 
apartment in St. Petersburg as the

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city prepared for its 300th anniver- 
sary. The primary focus of the film is 
a small piece of pavement that is un- 
der constant repair—a topic that Ed- 
montonians should hold dear to their 
hearts! What lies over and around 
that seven-meter square is the film’s 
primary focus, and that small patch 
of asphalt turns out to be as mysteri- 
ous and captivating as life itself. 
Kosakovsky is a wizard at captur- 
ing the rhythms and nuances of life 
without resorting to editorializing 
or half-assed “art-film” aesthetics. 
You'll be surprised how many times 
you'll laugh out at loud over asphalt! 
As the seasons change, that small 
square becomes a magnet for activ- 
ity; workmen, neighbours, police,

potential. Friends quarrel, lovers 
dream, women sweep, workers dig, 
poets weep, a myriad of human ex- 
periences and emotions blossom. 
Kosakovsky incorporates natural 
light and sound, and only briefly un- 
derscoring specific scenes with over- 
the-top Chaplinesque piano accom-

Eileen Sproule is now proudly loaded 
down with an impressive yet worry- 
ing amount of Edmonton mall facts.

As private spaces that pose as pub- 
lic ones, malls are integral to many 
people's lives—we might mock and 
deride our susceptibility to mall cul- 
ture, but many of us still participate 
in it at times. For the lonely, they’re 
an opportunity to mingle among 
others; for the elderly, they provide 
a space in which to wander when 
the weather becomes harsh; for the 
young, they're places to gather and 
socialize. 

Sproule, like most of us, has mixed 
feelings on these impersonal build- 
ings. As a kid in Montreal, she had 
a couple of places to hang out in af- 
ter school “Food courts depress me, 
with some exceptions,” she declares 
upon reflection, “and I don't like how 
homogenous the stores can be, but 
I guess there is something kind of 
comforting about them.”

If a picture is worth a thousand 
words, or however that cliché goes, 
the July 21 cover of The New Yorker 
says a lot. It's exploding with con- 
tent. 

Illustrator Barry Blitt (who has 
drawn many New Yorker covers 
in the past) depicts Michelle and 
Barack Obama “punchin’ it in” in 
the Oval Office. Above the firéplace 
is a framed portrait of Osama Bin 
Laden. In the fireplace, an American 
flag burns. Barack—who has the mis- 
fortune of having the middle name 
“Hussein” and a surname that's only 
one letter away from “Osama”—is 
depicted in a Taliban-style turban, 
tunic, and sandals (Bin Laden Ltd.). 
Meanwhile, wife Michelle, whom | 
know less about, is shown wearing 


| combat boots, carrying an AK-47, 


and generally looking like Angela 


| Davis. I understand enough to get 


that she’s been the center of some 
pretty lowball smear campaigns pre- 
senting her as a leftist black militant 
radical. Well, Lady Bird Johnson she 
ain’t—but so what? 

The cover has been met with 
throngs of criticism and praise. A 
few people have praised Blitt’s clever 
use of satire, but a good deal of the 
praise for the cover has stuck up 
more for the principle of free speech 
than the image itself.

I've been thinking a lot about sat- 
ire lately. What is it? It's a style of 
humour—I know that much. I know 
it's a hacky journalistic crutch to 
quote definitions from the OED, but 
it helps to know that satire is a mode 
of humour that “intends to make a 
thing, a person, or a fact seem ri- 
diculous.” The goal of satire, then, 
is more complicated than mere ridi- 
cule: it involves exposing or hyper- 
bolizing the ridiculous. This concept 
of humour can be a tad confusing— 
many critics of the New Yorker cover 
mistakenly believe it's satirizing the

ideas circulating about them. In- 
deed, the cover is infused with iro- 
nies—Obama has no ties to Al-Qaeda

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or Osama Bin Laden, for instance, 
while the Bushes actually do. 

To digress: just the other day I was 
watching an interview with Robert 
Downey Sr. (a bonus feature on the 
Putney Swope DVD). Downey sug- 
gests that these days there may well 
be very little left to satirize. Back in 
the 1960s, when Putney Swope came 
out, he was making films that took 


shots at capitalism, consumerism, 
and advertising. “These days, what is 
left?” he asks. 

Downey even argues satire might 
be an irresponsible use of humour. 
He laments that people don’t seem 
to get it. Maybe we are afraid of it. 
In any case, Downey's theory would 
help explain why there’s been such 
uproar over the New Yorker cover. 
Comedians like Stephen Colbert and 
Jon Stewart have made careers out of 
satire, but some people seem unable 
to understand not just their jokes, but 
their entire system of humour. 

Clearly, the cover could be miscon- 
strued as extremist, offensive, and 
racist, pandering to a conservative 
McCainamania demographic. Or it 
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could be, except for the fact that its 
The New Yorker. Less controversial- 
ly, a recent May cover of the mag:- 
zine depicted Hilary Clinton and 
Obama in bed together, woken up 
by the ringing of a big red telephone 
each reaching frantically to accept 
the call. | haven't noticed any satiri- 
cal covers depicting Senator McCain 
Which makes sense: I mean, what ri 


diculous assumptions does McCain’ 
campaign face? No, really. He's old 
He’s boring. And his stance on th 
issues makes him, frankly, not vet) 
funny either. 

Obama, on the other hand, is tht 
buzz. This week he’s been visiting 
other countries! He's already actif 
as if he’s practically the presidet! 
No cartoon, no matter how incent! 
ary, is going to hurt him, and | thin 
the editors at The New Yorker-4 
aware of that. And as a result, thé 
feel free to poke some fun at some 
the more scurrilous rumours tha! 
Obamas have to deal with. If th 
joke backfired, it's the public th 
lacks a sense of humour, not 
New Yorker.

A QUEST IN SEARCH OF OOLONG TEA LEADS 
TO A TRAIL OF CROSS-CULTURAL CONFUSION 





Sweat pours down my neck 
Searching, searching for oolong 
My quest is hopeless 


Wait, dumbass. Haikus are Japa- 
nese, not Chinese. Your half-baked 
cultural reference point is mis- 
placed. 

It's Saturday afternoon and I am 
Standing in Chinatown in a bit of a 
daze. I think it’s the heat. This is the 
first hot day we've had all year after 
‘ brutal winter followed by a soggy 
“ontinuation that was supposed to be 
Spring. I have almost forgotten what 
heat was like, The scent of pavement 
inthe hot sun, the drops of sweat that 
never leave my eyebrows, the shim- 
Tering flush when you're standing 
directly in the sun.

it's 30 below zero and summer is a 
million years away.

I’m 
looking for some oolong tea. I met 
this guy who claimed he had lost 30 
pounds in a month by drinking five 
glasses a day. “This shit'll clean you 
out, man!” he raved to me. | need 
‘to lose some lard, so anything I can 
add.to my bag of tricks is welcome. 
When asked where he got his oolong 
tea, he told me of “a guy in China- 
town.” So I figured it wouldn't be too 
‘hard to find that guy. Or some guy 

who sells oolong tea. 

© I venture into Chinatown, full of 
enthusiasm that soon turns into 
.confusion. I enter small shops full 
of strange, exotic items. Roots, pow- 
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ders, unfathomable dried and twisted 
things. All the signs are in Chinese, 
adding to my confusion. | naively as- 
sumed that the shopkeepers would 
speak English. After all, this is Ed- 
monton, not Shanghai. However, 
none of the surly, middle-aged people 
behind the counters can understand 
much of what I’m saying. 

“Do you have oolong tea?” 

“Oolon? Yeah! Hea!” The woman 
points to a box of tea bags, what I’m 
assuming is the Chinese equivalent 
of a box of Tetley’s Earl Grey. 

“No, this isn’t what I was looking 
for. The kind that I want looks like 
black rice. Loose leaf oolong tea. To 
lose weight.” 

“Loo way... Looleaf tea? O rice?” 

“No, loose. Loose tea. Not in a tea 
bag.” 

Our conversation fades into a con- 
fused oblivion. I head out the door, 
into the heat and bustle of the street. 
I offer a repeat performance in an- 
other store. Down the block, across 
the street. This time with the smell 
of—I don’t know what—hanging 
in the air. Finally I am told to go to 
Lucky 97, the large grocery store 
down the street. 

Going into Lucky 97 is like entering 
another strange world. Like Safeway 
had sex with a giant squid. A meat 


section that looks like an aquarium, 
aisles of ramen with bizarre flavours 
like Roast Ox, and packages of... in- 
stant jellyfish? Here | am thinking 
I'm a worldly guy, savvy with other 
cultures and ideas. Not a man who 
has led a sheltered life, whose idea 
of exotic food is a bit of Frank’s Hot 
Sauce on his pizza. No way. | am hip 
to saag paneer and the streets of Bu- 
dapest, so finding some oolong tea in 
my own city should be a breeze. But 
today there is no breeze, only heat 
and confusion. I’m walking around 
my own damn city like I’m halfway 
around the world without a clue. 

Finally, I find what I was after: a 
bag of loose leaf oolong tea. It's not 
the same as the contents of the Zip- 
loc bag that the dude showed me, but 
I'm hoping it will be close enough. I 
also leave Chinatown with intriguing 
cans of almond tea and grass jelly 
drink. They turn out to be more in- 
teresting than tasty. 


For a week, | drink five glasses of © 


oolong tea every day. 1 spend some 
more time on the crapper, but the 
miraculous weight loss that buddy 
told me about has yet to materialize. 


‘I'm not ready to go back to China- 


town and try again just yet.
